GREAT AIR AND 
OEA RAID JUST 

ABOUT T0 BEGIN 


Countless Mines Have Bern Set 
Adrift—German Fleet Makes 
Practice Runs 


(Ry Speelal Cable), 

London, Mareh 24—All is ready 
in Germany for the great combin- 
ed air and sea raid on England. 
In the North Sea there has been 
great activity for several days. 
The feeling in London is that final 
touches have been put to the Ger- 
man fleets of Zeppelins, cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, At any 
moment news is expected that 
“the Germans are out,’’ and that 
the long expeeted attempt to oring 
about ‘der Tag” has been launch- 
ed. 

By way of preparation the ‘ier- 
man fleet has made a couple of 
short dashes—-practice runs—out- 
side of Heligoland. Now and thea 
destroyers have slipped from Ani 
werp. Only a few days ago sever«l 
of them engaged in running fights 
with British destroyers. 

In official cireles it is believed 
that the Tubantia and at least one 
other steamer were torpedoed by 
the destroyers. The principal ob- 
jects of the dashes of the destroy- 
ers, however, was to scatter mines, 

Since the first of March count- 
less mines have been set adrift by 
the Germans in the North Sea, In 
the last week Zeppelins have been 
observed over the North Sea, 
evidently bent on scouting expedi- 
tions, No attempt has been made 
by them to reach England, Their 
purpose ,it is believed here, was to 
ascertain the movements of the 
British fleet. 

German seaplanes have reached 
the coast of England in scouting 
flights. Apparently their flights 
were solely reconnaissance,
